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STYMIED REARMING 

Not too many weeks ago the American 
reading his dally newspaper would havo 
gathered that the western world was unlikely 
to survive II the rearming of Germany did 
not occur In a short space of months, 

, Now,- suddenly, the- urgency-has gone-out 

of the Issue. Apparently a change of heart 
has been quietly taking place among U. B, 
officials for some time. But It took General 
Elsenhower's visit to Germany to crystallize 
the new view and give It the statua of formal 
policy. 

What the general said In his report to 
gresa and the nation was that a host of polit- 
ical questions relating to Germany remains 
to be settled before a new German army 
can be created as part of the general EurO' 
pean defense force. 

This meant, plainly, that wo have not yat 
■ticceeded In convincing, the Germans them- 
selves thkt they nhould rearm. In our con- 
cern over aelllne the Idea to a relttctant 
France, we have tended to take German will- 
ingness to arm entirely for granted. 

But the Germans have no wish to be a 
doormat In ft war between the west and the 
SOTlBt union.. They ore hanslng baclt, wait- 
ing for evidence that^ tnere Is to be 'a really 
effective western defetuelfirce which might 
hold western Germany againat Invasion. Sat- 
isfied on that score, they may eventually de- 
cide to ]oUi the west. 

The Boiin govemmeht, Iiirthermore, wants 
to be accepted Into the western family on an 
equality basis, not as an Inferior. The Qer 
mona are the conquefecl enemy of World wai 
n, and as such cant normally expect any fa- 
vors. But we want sDme~thlng from them— 
> soldiers and equipment — and we can't get It 
m without giving them something In return. 
fP Elsenhower is only being realistic when he 
W declares these problems must be settled be- 
f' fore a Oerman force la revived. 
|l He seems to be on sound ground, too, when 
j., he stress'es that the No. 1 Job is to get "the 
I European army Into being. When that Is a 
fad and not a dream, it will be time enough 
to consider Incorporating Oerman units. For 
t|he I^eooh, British and other westerners, 
> plus a fair proportion of Americans, mast 
necessarily comprise the bulk of a European 
' . army. 

The earlier stress on (he need for German 
j ; strength was W inafiy Ways misleading. You 
got the idea'the Oemians would Just about 
' be the backbone of the force, though at no 
time has any milit ary leader talked _of more 
than iMMd Germans In that army. 

It Is hard to see how 160,000 Germans 
could be the difference between success or 
failure In stemming a Russian advance west- 
ward. Some experts now believe this impres- 
sion arose from the conviction of certain 
military men that nobody but the Americans 
and Oennans could be counted on to do any 
real fighting. 

That conviction -Tippears to have been 
altered by more recent evidence of Europe's 
reviving spirit, particularly in France. Mil- 
lions of anti-red worlcers, political refugees 

and others form a solid core than can be 

expected to fight -courageously. 

Utlllzhig these potential soldiers is the first 
order of business on the military front. Mean- 
time, the question of Germany's rearmament 
, should be relegated to the political arena. 
B And Washington and Bonn ought to lose no 
V— time in dlgglng-lnto the vexing problems-still 
' unsolved.
